Walk  about  Zlon^  and  go  round  about  her:  tell  the  tou'ers 
thereof.  Mark  ye  well  her  bulivarlc,^^  constder  her  palace» ; 
that  ye  may  tell  it  to  the  generations  folloiving. — Psalms^ 
48:  12,  13. 

These  words  state  with  considerable  precision  the  aim 
we  must  have  in  our  semi-centennial  services.  To  gather, 
Avith  fidelity,  fifty  years  history  of  this  christian  churcli 
and  ecelesiastical  society,  is  to  heed  somewhat  literally 
the  injunctiou  of  the  text  as  now  i)roi)L'rly  ap[)lied. 

It  is  a  ])leasiiiijf,  if  not  easy  t.isk.  liy  this  memorial 
occasion  wi;  make  mention  of  our  ^i-atiLudit  to  (iod  and 
to  his  people,  our  spii-itual  ancestoi's,  and  'Mell  it  to  the

;in  enterj)risinL;',  ^rowini^-  jx'oplc.  These  re>ulls  ^,\<•re 
realized  before  the  summer  heat  ot"  ISdnij  had  l)e;4un 
to  wane.

In  IS'U  tlie  Ma'.-storm  was  in  full  blast  in  tlie  nation's 
sky,  Willi  that  came  disti\*ss  for  this  rhun-h  and  its 
pastor,  \lc]M  ^vas  sharp  division  uf  sentiment.  On  lioih 
sides  men  were  nni-casoi^ahle,  takiiijj^  eonnsel  of  fear  and 
olf  passion.  This  ehuich  and  its  ]>a->lor.  Mr.  llo>foiiK 
stood  firndy  for  liberty  and  the  I'nion.  Personal  friends 
were  estranpjed.  Sonn;  of  the  ]>astor's  strongest  friends 
wvYit  opposed  to  tin;  wai-.  He  never  ilimhed.  lie 
prayed  for  the  success  of  o\ir  ainiics,  and  pnMchcd  with 
no  nnecrlain  sound.  Tk!  it  said  to  his  evtdit,  and  to 
that  of  his  fiiends  diflerini:^  fn)ni  liim  in  political  \ie\vs, 
their  fri('nd>hij)  enntinned. 

I)iit  in  this  excellent  pastor's  ease,  "the  sword  was 
too  sh;u]>  l\)r  the  sealthard.''  His  arti\e  mind,  and  earn- 
est heart  ^^■ron;4■ht  '^nat  i^ood  Imt  o\er-ta\td  his  mtt 
stalwart  j>]»ysieal  powers.  His  pen  wa>  a  lin<\-  one.  lie 
A\rotv  nnn  li  for  our  reli;4ioU'^  ]ia[  ers  ami  periodieaU,  and 
jad)]ished  two  1)0(\ks  besides  sermons  and  adilre^ses.  'I1ie 
sore  trials  incident  to  hi>  expeiitoiees  dnriie.^  tlie  peiiod 
from  1  S.V.I  to  ISr,;',.  eunlrihnted  their  ]>aH  to  the  bieak- 
iii'^-  <l\>\\n  of  his  health,  ami  althon'_:h  the  ehnreh  jjaNe

This  is  not  more  to  his  credit  than 
to  that  of  the  church  and  societ\"  who  stood  untliufh- 
in^ly  in  su|i])orl  of  his  course,  thou'^h  to  do  that  cost 
them  what  chiirches  and  socie'.ies  prize  all  loo  hii^hlv — 
money  and  social  inlluence — in  the*  withdrawal  of  men 
stroUL,'  in  l)oth,  who  did  not  sympatlii/.''  with  the  pastor's 
free  e.xpression  (>i'  his  sentiments.

Historical  Sketch  of  the  Sabbath  Schoo]. 

PIIESENTED   HY  THE  SUI'EMINTENDENT,   'SUl.    H.    1'.    FA  I R  I?  A  N  KS.  * 

The  first  Sabbath  School  in  Haverhill  was  funned  in 
the  month  of  Jnl}',  1817.  Previons  to  this  tlnu'  then* 
had  been  no  pnblie  religious  instruction  of  chihln'n  (.'X- 
rept  occasional      cateci»isin<^ "  by  the  minister. 

The  school  was  organized  at  the  sUL;"^estion  and  under 
the  direction  of  two  eniiinnitU'  pious  youn^"  ladies,  .Mi>s 
(libson  and  Miss  Pa^-et  of  Chiuleston,  S.  (\,  whn  were 
-^pending■  the  sunnner  here'  for  the  heiielit  of  their  hcillh, 
.iiid  boarded  with  Mrs.  Atwood,  the  mother  of  llaiiict 
Newell. 

These  ladi(^s  met  with  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the 
[)astor,  Rev.  Mr.  l)od;_;e,  and  sevei'al  hidies  and  ^cnth" 
nu'ii  of  the  church,  and  by  their  exertions  a  xcry 
interest  in:;'  school  was  formc<l,  bul  not  without  many 
misL;ivin<j;'s  amoni;"  the  timid  as  to  its  success.  lis 
nov(dty  also  ibrmeil  an  ohjeclion  in  sonu'  minds. 

(ireat    (  fibrts    were  made    to    brin_^   in   those  cluldren 

•Th(!  facta  rclalii)>(  to  the  oi\rly  lii-tory  ot  Siimlay  Srliools  in  llaviM  liill  were  KSlli- 
f.Tod  by  I >r.  Crowoll,  80voral  years  binco,  from  ]icrsoii8  then  living,  who  absibtivl  in 
orgam/intf  the  lii>t  Smuhiy  Stlmol  in  llavcihili. 
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who  were  not  under  direct  religious  inflncMici's  at  hoine^ 
and  many  families  were  visited  to  induce  [Kirciiis  lo  Irt 
tli('ir  children  attend.  'J'lu.'  master  of  the  town  ^cliool 
was  eiilisted  in  the  good  woik,  and  tliron^h  lii-^  inlhi- 
enoe  many  of  tlie  boys  were  hiouL^lit  iiit(j  tlu-  sdiool. 

During  tlie  sunnner  al)OUt  ninety  girls  and  lil'ty  hoys 
were  gatlH!i-ed  into  the  S(di()ol.  The  hoys  niet  each 
Sal)l)ath  in  the  meeting-house,  and  the  giils  in  the  old 
town  scliool-house,  formerly  standing  un  the  ('onniKHi. 
The  female  department  was  eoiidiicted  entirel\-  hy  the 
ladies,  Misses  (iihson  and  Paget  aetiiig  as  Snjiei  intend- 
ents.  The  exercises  at  the  meeting-house  .  were  con- 
ducted by  the  minister  and  the  bretliren  of  the  (diureh, 
and  the  time  was  spent  in  devotional  exereistjs.  siuLring, 
reciting  tlie  Catechism,  and  verses  from  the  Dibhi,  .  -Kt 
closed  by  repeating  the  Lord's  prayer  in  concert.  The 
two  sexes  were  ke[)t  separate  about  a  yeai',  when  they 
were  united,  foi-ming  one  school. 

It  ujust  'be  I'emeiubered  that  none  but  children,  and 
for  the  most  part  litth^  chiklicm,  were  admittecl  to  the 
school  at  the  early  jjeriod  of  its  existence,  and  ii  w.is 
n(jt  until  several  years  after  that  aduhs  were  imbu  ed 
to  attend.  'Idie  exercises  were  souictiines  v.iricil  in  the 
dilferent  classes,  according  to  the  ta>l(.'  or  judgment  ot" 
the  te.u'her  ;  some  relied  wholly  upon  tlu-  .shorter  cate- 
chism to  interest  and  instruct,  while  olhc's  t;iULdil  the 
litth;  hymns  of  Di-.  Watts  to  the  childi-en  (  f  thcii- 
charge.  ()ue  lad\',  a  foriui-r  teacher  in  our  school,  in- 
foruu'd  the  wi'iter  that  she  had  a  \i\id  iccolh-ctiou  of 
standing  before  her  teacdu'r  and  ii-pcating  with  juucli 
sohuunity,

One  of  tin*  most  active  men  eonnected  with  the  early 
history  of  t-he  school  w.is  Mi-.  James  I)ates,  the  master 
ol"  tile  town  s(diool,  afterward  a  miidster  of  th<'  ;^^)spid, 
and  settlecl  in  Newton,  Mass.  lie  was  a  man  ol'  deci'leil 
])iet3',  and  possessed  of  i^reat  paticMu-e  and  perseverance, 
'idiroiiu^h  his  inlluenee  and  lahors  the  S(di(ji)l  increased 
in  nnnd)ers,  and  the  intm-est  \\'as  mmdi  enhanccfl.  lie 
also  labortM.!  (earnestly  out  of  the  school,  ami  estahlish 'd 
ineetinf;-s  on  the  (Mitskirt.s  of  the  villaire  wdiich  were  in- 
strumental in  doim4'  much  ^^^(^od  amon^' a  (dass  that  seldom 
attended  pnhlie  W(jrshi[).  His  wife,  a  sister  (»f  Ifarrlct 
Newell,  was  also  very  aeli\'e  in  tlui  u^ood  work  ;  like- 
wise her  sisters,  Mrs.  Ilai'dy,  Mrs.  Warren,  and  Miss 
Sarah  Atwood.  Miss  IClizaheth  Mardi,  (aft  rw ml  Mrs. 
Vj.  C.  Ames)  and  lier  sisters  Harriett  and  Iiel»ecc;i,  and 
^liss  IClisal)t;th  Ayer  also  uja\e  thedr  elli  ient  services  to 
the  woi'k. 

I  cannot  learn  for  a  certaintv  wde-l  her  t  here  were  any 
regular  supei-intendent>  at  this  earl\'  period  ot  tlie 
xdiooks  liistor\',  hut  at  a  later  time  thi>  c.ire  was  as- 
sumed 1)\  the  preceptors  of  the  ihu'erhill  Academy.  (U' 
the  masters  of  the  town  ^clxiol.  d'lic  lii>l  j)receptor 
was  Ml-.  ()liver  ('aileloii,  laic  dl'  Salem,  who  liu.k  an 
ai-ti\('  inlere->t  in  the  sehool.  as  did  alsn  l;iN  sucee>-oi>, 
Mr.  I'^hcn  Snnth  and  Mr.  ( 'h ri>1 . 'pher  Nich(.l>.  Mi'.  N. 
was   unwearied   in    lii.-^    c\ertioii>    fm    the    rcli;jiou>  cul- 
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tiii'C  of  the  }'()Uii<j^.  He  hecanie  ;i  luiiiistcr  (jf  ('liri>t 
;U)(I  was  settled  in  ( i loiieester,  Mass.  His  jjcisoiiul 
labors,  willi  many  of  liis  iiiliinatc  friends  ii>idtr(l,  under 
(lod,  in  llicir  conversion.  He  will  lon;_;-  hi;  rciiicndicri'd 
l)y  l)is  pupils  in  iIk,'  AcadcuiN  and  al-o  liy  the  iucnd)i'rs 
of  tlie  Sal)l)atli  scliool  at  tliat  liuu-,  and  \<\'  all  who 
Iv'iK.'W  him,  as  a  man  of  \\arm  heart  ami  eaiiiest  ac- 
tivity in  every  L^'ood  work,  liolh  of  the  foiincr  x-iomi- 
(hjacons  of  this  church  were  iiiduccil  hy  him  to  enter 
the  seliool.

Very  elFicient  service  was  also  I'cndertjd  by  Mr.  (lideon 
Dana,  master  of  the  town  school,  afterward  a  nnnister 
of  (dirist,  and,  until  recently,  laliorim;-  in  the  West. 
Maiiy  of  us  remember  Mr.  D.  as  a  man  of  Lireat  amia- 
bility of  character,  and  dearly  belo\cd  by  all  of  his 
]Mij)ils.  He  was  ei | md  1  \' jxip u lar  and  u>eful  in.  the  Sab- 
bath schodl,  and  throu_;h  his  acli\c  and  patient  laboi's 
many  children  were  added   to  the  school. 

Ann)nL;-  others  who  also  labored  c  IVk  imitly  in  the  school 
mav  be  menlione(l  Jolm  N'arnum,  Ivs(p,  who,  afl<  i-  his 
conversion,  became;  much  (UiL;.ej,cd  in  all  (d  the  interesis 
of  the  chui'ch  of  Christ,  and  frctpiciit  ly  vi>ite.l  ilic 
school  and  ad(bu's>ed  the  childifii. 

Isaac  H.  How,  lv-><p.  .L;.i\e  an  earnest  heart  and 
read\-  hand  to  the  woik,  and  laboretl  in  various  ways 
\\)V  the  L^ond  of  the  s.'hooi.     He  was  inllnential  in  inli-r- 
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cstino-  tlio  adiills  of  tlic*  clnii'cli  airl  (■< )inni unit y  in  S.  S. 
instruction,  and  wrote  and  j)uMi>iicd  in  Is:',:;  mi  ^-^say 
entitled  '-Adnlts  in  S iindav--clM)i)N/"  Tlii^  \\a^  disti'i!)- 
iitcil  anioni^-  this  ela.ss  of  tlie  conim nnit  \',  and  was  jiio-

In  addition  to  the  schDol,  ;i  I»ilih^  ehiss  was  fDnnt'il 
nnder  the  instrin-tion  of  the  ])a^lor,  Kcv.  .Mr.  Dodge, 
and  nu't  at  tliu  pa rsona'j,*^  Sahhath  cNeidn^s.  Teachers' 
ineetin«^'s  were  also  held  on  Satnrday  (;venin;_is  at  the 
I'esideiiee  of  Mi's.  Mar>h,  for  a  re\ie\\  of  the  le-suns  and 
prayer.  ( )eeasionally  tlie  teaehers  in\  ited  their  el.is>es 
to  meet  tlieni  at  their  lion^es  t(.  s])end  an  honr  in  con- 
versation, social  (nitertaininent  and  pi-ayer. 

Promptness  in  atlendance  was  pai  t  icnlarly  en  jniiied  hy 
the  teachers,  and  man\'  indncennMits  were  held  ont  lo 
jjromote  re^nlarily.

Tlie  front,  <h-  entrance  was  adorned  I)y  iwo  nias^ivtr 
fonic  pillars,  ''one  on  the  ri;4ht  hand,  the  oth«'i-  on  iIk- 
left/'  in  imitation  of  those  at  tlur  entrance  of  K'in'^ 
Solomon's  'renr[)le  at  Jcrnsah-m  :  the  gahK-  l)ein.;-  mii  - 
monnt(Hl  hy  a  bcIlVy  and  s[)irc. 

It  was  complete(|,  and  dedicated  on  the  17th  of  Dec. 
18->4,  at  a  cost  of  al)oiit  ei^ht  thon^;and  divllars.  In  1^.V.> 
the  pew-holders  votcnl  to  enlar^'e  and  remodel  the  mcet- 
ingdiouse.  The  old  ^alhny  was  taken  down,  tin;  walU 
tinished  to  imitate,'  hea\'y  stom-  \\ork,  that  hein;^^  the 
prevailing  style  of  h'ni>h  at  the  lime,  the'  airditori niit 
was  enlarf^ed,  and  consc(jiiently  more  [h^ws  were  ad(h'ii. 
The  present  tower  and  spire  weie  hnih.  at  tins  time: 
the  work  being  done  by  Dea.  Alfred  (J.e^c,  at  a  cost  ol' 
.d)0ut  eleven  thousand  dollars,  and  w.is  re-diMlicaicd  on 
Jan.  27,  IcSbO. 

In  1S7H  was  begun  a  see(Uid  radical  internal  remod- 
eling of  the  ehnreh.  The  \n  hole  iiuihling  was  raided  to 
a  suitable  higliL  to  admit  ol'  linis]iin;j,  the  b.isemeiit  rn;o 
a  led nre-i'oom,  dining-ioom,  ladio"  parlor,  kitclieii,  ,ni  1 
library-room, 

A  gaUery  was  erected  aerc^ss  the  we-4erl\  euil,  capa- 
ble of  containing  about  tw  entv  ])e\\  s,  —  new  model  u 
St  \  led  circular  pews, — and  a  new  jailpit  were  furnished, 
and  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  llie  cinitvh  wei'c  h,uidsi)mel\ 
frescoed  at  a  c(tst  ol  about   nine  ihou-^and  doll,;rs. 

Th(i  lir^t  vestry  was  buih  pi-c\iou>  to  IS:'..)  on  lan<l 
giv(ui  by  David  and  dohn  Mar>li,  and  the  lirst  meet- 
ing of  the  society,  or  for  the  i)Ur|»ose  ol"  huiuing 
the  society,  was  held  April  lt>,  is:',;;;  hut  inasmu*  h 
as  tluM'c  does  not  appear  to  bi-  aiiN'  record  concerning 
the  ownership,  it  nia\-  bt»  assumed  that  the  socielv  di<l 
not  own  it.  This  building  w.t^  cousunud  by  lire  in 
1841. 
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Oil  Afav  :'(],  IS  If),  tli<'  sofiely  hoii^lit  of  David  and 
John  Marsli  addilional  land  on  \'c>ti\'  >ti('.-t,  willi  i1k« 
same  I'estriclions  as  were  cxaeted  on  llx-  nicctiiiLi-lio'.ise 
lot,  and  a  substantial  two-story  huddin^-  was  cifi-lcd, 
with  a  leeturc-rooni  on  Uk;  lirsl  llo^r.  Th.-  hall  ahove 
Avas  leased  to  the  Odd  l"\'llows.  This  h!:iidin'_^r  in 
use  uj)  to  the  tiniu  ol"  the  la>t  n'lnodcliu',;  of  the  church 
in  1(S78,  wluMi  it  was  sold  to  Oil.indo  Drown,  who  tran>- 
lornied  it  into  a  d wcl lin;_;--hous(',  wh-rc;  it  now  stands  on 
the  old  vestry  lot. 

In  the  s[)rin^-  of  ISotJ  the  society  hoii^Iit  of  Charles 
Kutters  a  lot  of  land  on  Kent  street,  ami  ereeii.Ml  a  par- 
sonai4'e  at  a  eost  of  -^i:^  l,0:»7..V5,  which  is  still  owm d  hv 
the  soeiety  and  oc(Mipied  l)y  its  pastor. 

And  now,  having  i;iven  a  short  hi>tor\'  of  the  real 
estate  transactions,  we  Nvill  turn  ha(d{  and  some,  of 

our  ecelesiastieal  and  personal  history  : 

The  first  meeting  of  the  soeietv  was  held  April  Ih, 
ISoo.  John  Marsh  was  (d)osen  modcratoi-,  and  Moses 
Niehols  elerk.  No  record  a[)])eai's  of  the  niiud)er  ol"  pei- 
sons  attending  this  nu'eting,  hut  the  numher  of  oii.^inal 
signers  was  ItIS,  of  which  numhcr  only  ei-ht  are  now 
living,  viz:  M(.ses  Nichols,  Moses  K.  l-hiicr^tiii,  l\dias  '1\ 
Ingalls,  Moses  .Marsh,  John  I  I.irriimm,  Sam uel  li.  .'^[>iller. 
Algernon   1*.  Niehols,  and  Jonathan  Miuiill. 

'Jdi(;  first  settled  miiii>ter  \\as  Kev.  .K)>eph  W'liitllcsy. 
Tlie  soci(,-ty  voted  him  a  salaiy  of  six  huiidrc(l  dollais. 
but  Mr.  W'liitth'sy  ''is  of  the  opinion  that  the  amount 
voted  him  by  said  society  would  not  sujip-ut  his  family, 
and  pay  necessary  expenses,"  >o  they  recon>ide!cd  tin  ii 
first  vote,  and  finally  vole(l  him  a  salary  of  "six  hun- 
dred dollai's  for  the  lir>t  year,  six  hundred  ami  lilty 
for  the  second,  and  seven  hundred  dollars  a  ^earsohuig 
as  lie  shall  remain  (uir  pasttu." 

Mr.  \\'hittlesy  closcrl  his  pastmate  with  the  society  in 
1830,   when   the  Kev.  Mdward  A.    Lawrence   accepted  a

call,  coiitinuiiii;-  until  June  12tli,  1S41,  wliou,  at  his  own 
iXMjuest,  he  \Nas  dismissed. 

Ill  May  21st,  184o,  the  Rev.  I'enjainii)  I'.  Ilosfonl  of 
Thetford,  Vt.,  accepted  an  invitatioii  as  successor  of  Mi-. 
Lawrenee  and  was  duly  instalhMl  as  such.  Like  a  \\'.i>h- 
iii;_;t(Mi  ainon;^"  warriors,  or  a  Wehstcr  auioii'^-  slalcsnn-n, 
M)  Mr.  Ilo^lnrd  [irc-cniiiiciil  ly  ( 1  i>t  i  ii!4Mii>lic(l  hiniscll"  as  a 
prea('h(jr — his  manner  was  j^'i'iilh',  buL  irn  si^t  iI)K.'  and 
convincinL^.  The  ^\■riter  distincllv  recollects  j-ortiDns  of 
the  first  sermon  he  had  the  [)leasure  of  hc;irin^'  him 
] (reach,  now   more  than  a  thii'd  of  a  century  a-o. 

After  a  ministr\'  of  eighteen  Ncars,  on  account  of  fail- 
ing' health  ho  \\as  ohliL^^ed  to  rcsicrii  Oct.  -1st,  l^t'i:'. 
In  \ov.  (.Uh,  1st):'),  the  livv.  Theodore  T.  Minever  recei\ed 
and  acceT)ted  ;i  call,  almost  innnciliatcly  after  the  retire- 
ment of  Mr.  Iloslord,  who  e(.nliniied  his  j)astorate  until 
ISd'J,  when  he  resin-neil  his  trii>t,aMd  the  !\ev.  Charles 
M.  llyd(.'  heeame  the  liflh  re^iular  M-tth'd  mini>ter;  he 
(ontinucd  as  such  until  the  lOtli  of  Pee.  HTo,  when  he 
was  dismissed    at  his  own  reipu'>t. 

In  October  of  1 S"')  our  j)rc>enl  |)a>tor.  the  Kcw  Henry 
I'l.  liarnes,  accepted  a  call  as  sui-ces-oi' of  l)r.  ll\-dc,  and 
on  Now  •_!•■)  of  the  same  vcar  w  as  installed.  The  society 
changed  the  name  from  I  ii<lc])t'iiih  nt  ( 'on- re-at i-uial 
Societ\''  to   '•('(•liter  ( 'oii'^rc^al  ioii.d  Socirtv'"    in  lM<t.
